Stover Elected Reporter 
Of .State Organization 


Last week end at the State FFA 
Convention in Memphis, Odio B. 
Stover of Elbridge, Tenn., and now 
a student at U.T.J.C. was elected 
to the office of Reporter for the 
Tennessee Association of Future 
Farmers of America for the com¬ 
ing year. Stover was graduated 
from Cloverdale High School last 
Spring and his entire record there 
shows that he has been an out¬ 
standing Future Farmer for some 
time. 


Ending the primary phases of 
their training, these future pilots 
moved on to Randolph Field where 
powerful low winged monoplanes 
awaited them. An additional sev¬ 
enty-five hours were logged in this 
type of craft which has a cruising 
speed of more than 150 miles an 
hour. They got their first taste of 
night flying, making takeoffs and 
landings aided only by the glare of 
huge flood lights and later guided 
only by their wing-tip lights. 

Aerial acrobatics, cross country, 
instrument and formation flying 
have been important parts of this 
secondary phase of their training. 

On April 25 this class will ho 
transferred to an advanced flight 
training school where they will 
undergo a final ten weeks of ‘prop¬ 
ping up’ before receiving the wings 
of an Army Corps Officer.

Enrollment At The 
Junior College 

Official figures have just been 
released which show the total en¬ 
rollment in the regular session, at 
the college, 1940-41, as 366. TTiis 
is the highest enrollment for the 
regular session in the history of 
the Junior College. The previous 
high record was in 1939-40 when 
348 students were registered in the 
regular session. 

The students of the College 
have come from all of the twenty- 
one counties of West Tennessee 
and from twenty-three counties of 
the central part of the state. As a 
rule the counties east of the Ten¬ 
nessee River are represented by a 
very small number of students. 

The enrollment at the Junior 
College of students from Weakley 
County for the current year has 
been 101. The average number of 
students from Weakley County 
has been 81. The number of stu¬ 
dents from the city of Martin this 
year has been 61 against an aver¬ 
age of 45. The attendance of stu¬ 
dents outside of the city of Mar¬ 
tin has been 41 students which is 
above the average attendance of 
35 from the county since the es¬ 
tablishment of the school.

No Summer Term 
At U.T.J.C. In 1941 

The summer term at the Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee Junior College 
for the past several years has 
served, primarily, elementary 
teachers in Weakley and neighbor¬ 
ing counties. The enactment some 
years ago of a state law requiring 
the gradual attainment of two 
years of college training by all 
teachers, for a time stimulated the 
demand for summer term instruc¬ 
tion at the Junior College. The el¬ 
ementary teachers in the northwest 
area, however, have finaly acquir¬ 
ed two years of college traininf 
and therefore are no longer eligible 
to attend the Junior College, since 
the college offers no work beyond 
the sophomore year. A new law 
respecting certification for ele¬ 
mentary teachers requires that be¬ 
ginning teachers must have had 
two years in an elementary teach¬ 
er’s curriculum in college before 
being certified to teach. 

Since all beginning teachers 
must have two years of college 
training before starting out upon 
their professional career, and fur¬ 
ther, 91 nee the elementary teach¬ 
ers previously certified with less 
than two years of college have now 
attained the full requirements of 
two years training for elementary 
teachers, the University Adminis¬ 
tration, after careful study of the 
situation, has decided to forego the 
summer term at the Junior Col¬ 
lege for this year.
